Stonepits Land : Regarding the dumping of rubble here, the CDC had 
been misled as to where the rubble was intended to go. Apparently 
Mr. Welford will not be using this. 


Elections were to take place on 10th July; as there are four applica- 
tions for four vacancies these people will stand as members of the PC 
as from 10th July. These new members are: Mrs.Sheila Kedge, 
Mrs.Swash, Mr. Dennis Allan and Mr. George (who has stood before). 


Best Kept Village Competition : A letter was received from Mr.Cresswell 
Suggesting that residents should all make an effort to keep the village 
tidy. As the date of the competition is not yet known, it was decided 
that a notice should go in the Deddington News to encourage residents to 
keep 'their patch! tidy. 


. Manor Farm House, Deddington : Letter received from CC regarding the 
Tisting of the farm house and farm building - no definite answer was 
given. Resolved to write to them again. 


Cemetery : A letter of complaint was .received from a resident about the 


amount of dandelions obscuring the graves. PC agreed this was a very 
pertinent complaint and would contact gardening services to treat them. 


Sewage treatment works : The enquiry made regarding the possible over- 
loading of the sewage works when taking into account recent planning 
applications, was answered by the CC. This was that the rise in the 
amount of effluent would be insignificant, as although there would be 


more houses, families were smaller than in past years.

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THE BATTLE OF THE SOMME ist JULY 1916 


AN TE ny A ONE th eR AA Eat AB 


July 1986 marks the 70th Aaniversary of the Somme 

The battle lasted four and half months and ended in the rains and mud 

of mid-November. At it's clese, some 1,200,000 men of the British, 
French and German armies wero eenuniiaed. Casualties (like the phrase 
"the Fallen") is one of those cuphemistic words used to disguise and 
soften the impact and horror of war. Most of the dead and wounded 

came from the British arr, which had substantial Empire elements. On 
the first day alone, the ist of July, a beautiful day of high summer, 
some 20,000 were killed and 40,000 wounded from our army. The majority 
of these happened in the first hour. Whole companies, Battalions and 
Brigades of the 400,000 strong army were decimated. In the Newfoundland 
Battalion, for example, 658 were killed or wounded out of a total of 726. 


Walk the pleasant, rolling fields, copses, villages, streams 
and woods of this corner o2 Picardy ane you will find 120 cemetries which, 


in serried rows of Headstonec, bear witness to the carnage. Young and 
old, heroic and tinid, thev are ail eee Tt is a most moving experi-~ 
ence which brings tears to the eyes. What the graves won't tell you is 


the mood of euphoric cptiulsn which prevailed on our side before the 
battle, here was a-voluntcer army, hastily assembled and ill trained, 
recruited in a period of patriotic fervour and culled from a generation 


who believed in God, “ing end Csuntry and Duty and the rightness and 
justice of it's cause. iy fathor one of them. They were to be 


= eS 

cruelly disillusioned o1 Jiat fine, slightly misty, summer morning. 
Henry Rawlinson, who commended the 4th Army, believed that the immense 
week long artillery bomcardment which preceded the attack would cut the 
German wire and obliterate the devences. He was mistaken and completely 
misjudged the effect of artillery fire on deep, superbly constructed 
German defensive positions. The Germans knew, too, of the timing and 
extent of the attack. Our infantry were told to walk in marshalled 
waves across No Mans Lana and to expect no opposition. As the barrage 
lifted, our army came ovv cf its trenches and were mown down like corn 
by German machine guns. Some diecd as they fell, others lingered for 
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hours in shell holes crowded by wounded anc dying. On Thiepual Ridge 
there is a Lutyens cesipned war memorial which bears 73,000 names of 

those whose bodies were never recovered. Times were never the same after 
the Somme. With failure came bitterness and recrimination and a loss of 
confidence in those commanders, who, the troops felt, had let them down. 
It was only the personal loyalty to comrades of platoon and battalion who 
faced a common hazard, whieh ~-oviced the cement which kept the army 
together in the diffisult years vf 1977/18. We won eventually, after 

the horrific battle in "landers in 1917 and surviving the German 

offensive in the Spring of 1910. At what cost to the Nation the 
individual must judge for himself.

Every day I walk past our War Memorial. On it are 48 names from Adley to 


Yerbury, who were killca in the Great War. This is a high percentage of. 
active men in a Parish of this size. Some of them must have been killed 
on the Somme. Remerbex them, but elso remember the collective folly of 


a world which sent them to their death.
